Does he really think that: Dr 
Adenauer should be — aecorded 
different treatment. [rom any 
other Head of State visiting 
Britain, merely because he 
happens to be a German?” 

From first. ta Inst, the Ger- 
man Chancellor 14 represented 
in this article as a rather benign 
re-incarnation of Hitler. He Js 
accused of staruling aside while 
Witler perpetrated crime after 
crime agalnst’ the peoples of 
Europe. May one ask exactly 
how the Muyor of Cologne, us 
Dr Adenauer then was, could 
have acted otherwise in the face 
of 4 ruthless Government noted 
for making short and violent 
shrift of its political opponents?
